> I have a cousin who has an AMIGA in Northern Ireland. First off, are licenses 
> to operate packet difficult in Britain? Second, what kind of TNC, or software 
> is needed for an AMIGA 500? Would a KANTRONICS work? 


I used to operate packet in N. Ireland with an Amiga. You don't 

need a special license unless you want to set up a bulletin board or 
similar system. Most packet operation in the Belfast area is on 

2m (144.625 /.650 /.675 MHz) or 70cm, so a Class B license (VHF only) 
is fine. 


I used a kit-built TNC-2 clone, but any of the standard ones will work 
fine, the standards are the same worldwide. 


If your cousin listens around the repeaters he should be able to find the 
names of some of the packet station operators, I can't remember details, 
SOrry.

Well, it is most certainly true that music may not be transmitted over the 
air on amateur radio. However, that doesn't necessarily mean that 
multimedia is banned. 

You should be able to transfer voice and any relevant sounds over the air 
as long as they do not contain music. I would think a video production 
thing may be possible minus the music and as long as it is made clear that 
the broadcase is experimental. Of course, you might come into conflict 
with the no broadcasting rule but this is not a problem if it is relatively 
short and obviously part of an experimental net of some sort where other 


amateurs are listening and transmitting similar information and images.
